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'Vile' paedophile guilty of 22 offences 


FORMER LOCAL LANDLORD DAVID SHEPHERD TO BE SENTENCED LATER 
THIS MONTH AFTER COMMITTING HORRIFIC CRIMES IN THE PHILIPPINES 


A PROLIFIC and dangerous West Dorset 
paedophile who filmed himself sexually 
abusing children as young as eight has been 
found guilty at Dorchester Crown Court. 

David Shepherd, 60, from Bridport and a former 
landlord of The Loders Arms, was found guilty of 
22 sexual offences, indecent images and ten counts 
of arranging child sex offences in one of the “most 
horrific” cases of child abuse. 

The court heard how Mr Shepherd would fly to 
the Philippines and record himself committing se¬ 
rious sexual offences, including rape, against 
young children. 

Shepherd also paid for and directed live shows 
over the internet in which children as young as 17- 
months-old were sexually abused. 

He was also found with a large collection of 
movies that he had produced, and tens of thousands 
of indecent images and videos of children on his 
computer and hard drives that he had downloaded. 

Such was the severity of his offences the case 
was split into three trials. The first dealt with him 
arranging and facilitating child sex offences after 
which he flew to the Philippines to rape and abuse 
children. 

The second related to possessing indecent images 
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and videos and the third for arranging and facili¬ 
tating child sex offences over the internet and the 
producing of indecent movies and images of chil¬ 
dren. 

The hearings were subject to reporting restric¬ 
tions, which were lifted following the conclusion 
of the third case. 

Twenty-two offences 

Following a trial that finished on Wednesday, 
August 3rd he was found guilty of 22 counts of 
sexual offences against children including rape, at¬ 


tempted rape, assault by penetration, inciting a 
child to engage in sexual activity, arranging or fa¬ 
cilitating commission of a child sex offence, taking 
indecent photographs of a child, producing inde¬ 
cent movies of children and paying for sexual serv¬ 
ices of a child. 

The following day Shepherd pleaded guilty to 
possessing 20,207 indecent images and videos of 
children. 

At a hearing at Dorchester Crown Court yester¬ 
day, Monday, August 8th, Shepherd pleaded guilty 
to 10 counts of arranging and facilitating a child 
sex offence - which involved around 100 videos - 
and two counts of making indecent images of chil¬ 
dren. 

He is due to be sentenced at the same court on 
Wednesday, August 
31st. 

Shepherd was arrested 
on Tuesday, November 
10th 2015 at The 
Loders Arms pub where 
he had been landlord for 
the previous six months, 
following a detailed in¬ 
vestigation led by 
Dorset Police’s Pae¬ 
dophile Online Investi¬ 
gation Team (POLIT). 
Thousands of 
indecent images 
The team launched an 
extensive examination 
of his computers and 
devices that uncovered 
thousands of indecent 
images and videos of 
children. It revealed the 
full extent of his offend¬ 
ing had been going on 
since 2007. 

POLIT delved deeper 
into his offending and 
found that he had trav¬ 
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elled to the Philippines and sexually abused four 
girls under the age of 13 years. A number of 
movies that were located on his devices clearly 
showed Shepherd abusing these children. 

Further examinations revealed that Shepherd also 
used Yahoo Messenger when he was in the UK to 
contact other paedophiles in the Philippines and di¬ 
rect at least 76 live sex shows involving Philippino 
children. 

The court heard that during police interviews 
Shepherd denied visiting and meeting the children 
in the Philippines, despite evidence including 
videos of him abusing children, travel tickets and 
financial records indicating otherwise. 

Detective Constable David Baker, of Dorset Po¬ 
lice's POLIT, said: “This is the most horrific case 
of child abuse I have had any dealings with. 

“David Shepherd is an individual who presents a 
serious risk and danger to young children. For 
many years he has used the internet to commission 
live sexual abuse which he recorded. 

“Such was Shepherd’s arrogance of his offending 
he pleaded not guilty despite the overwhelming vi¬ 
sual evidence against him. 

Vile 

“This evidence showed harrowing images of very 
young children being abused and degraded in the 
most vile manner. 

“The jury in the first trial saw through his lies and 
their verdict has gone a long way to prevent inno¬ 
cent children being harmed by Shepherd again. 

“I would like to take the time to thank the jury 
for remaining strong throughout the trial, during 
which they had to endure watching videos of Shep¬ 
herd abusing young children. 

“My final message to those involved in the abuse 
of children on the internet in the UK or oversees 
or those who choose to download and share inde¬ 
cent images of children is that your activity will be 
discovered, you will be arrested and you will be 
brought to justice regardless of where your offend¬ 
ing takes place. 

“International borders do not exist when it comes 
to the sexual abuse of children.”

She is a member of numerous organisa¬ 
tions including Seaton Ladies Football Club, 
a member and president of Bridport Lions 
Club - the youngest ever at 20-years-old - 
and she also volunteers her time at Bothen- 
hampton Brownies as'Woody Owl 7 . She also 
attends a senior section which is a guiding 
group for girls aged 14 to 26 once a month. 


WHAT inspired you to take on roles in the 
Lions Club and Brownies? 

I was a Brownie myself from the age of seven 
then stayed there until I was 10. My mum was a 
leader at the time and it seems only logical to 
carry on helping as an 'Owlet 1 while I was a Guide, 
then as a Young Leader once I was old enough to 
join the Senior Section.Then when I was 181 con¬ 
tinued as a 'Unit Helper' where I am working on 
my Leadership Qualification. 

The main reason I help is to provide some of the 
children than attend with opportunities they 
wouldn't have if it wasn't for Brownies, watching 
them grow from when they start to when the 
leave is the best reward I could have from volun¬ 
teering.

The honour is in recognition of 
his work as Minister of Government 
Policy and as Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster. 

However, the former Prime Minis¬ 
ter's resignation honours list has 
caused controversy from fellow 
MPs and members of the public, as 
many believe Mr Cameron was 
only honouring his friends. 

Mr Letwin said: "It has been a 
huge privilege to serve in David 
Cameron's governments, and I am 
obviously delighted to have this

Mr Letwin has served as MP for 
West Dorset since 1997 but re¬ 
cently announced that he will not 
stand in the next General Election 
after new PM Theresa May dropped 
him from the cabinet. 

Chris Loder, chairman of the West 
Dorset Conservative Association, 
said:"We are delighted that Oliver's 
service has been recognised and 
we congratulate him on receiving 
this honour. 

"He is not only West Dorset's ex¬ 
cellent constituency MP, and has 
been for almost 20 years, but he 
has worked inexhaustibly as a cab¬ 
inet minister since 2010 in testing 
times." 


Union says they would 'welcome' 
talks with First over bus strikes 
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UNITE - the union representing the striking Bridport 
and Weymouth drivers - has announced that they 
would welcome talks with First Dorset over their pay. 

The drivers would embrace the arbitration process 
to solve the long-running pay dispute and strike ac¬ 
tion with “open arms” - but only if the conciliation 
talks are genuine. 

Unite said the sticking point was that the manage¬ 
ment wanted any agreement to be binding, but they 
want the deal to go to the vote of the drivers. 

The union reports that First Dorset had shown “con¬ 
tinual bad faith” and that before the industrial action 
started in mid-June, the union had suggested 2.3 per 
cent backdated to August 2015 and an arbitrator to 
set the next two pay awards for 2016 and 2017 - but 
this was rejected by the management. 

Fast week Unite announced a week long strike from 
Monday, August 8th to Monday, August 15th. The 
previously announced 23 days of strike action run¬ 
ning through August and into early September had 
been suspended because of a legal technicality. 

Bob Fanning, Unite regional officer, said: “Unite 
has never been against talks under the auspices of the 
conciliation service ACAS. We welcome such gen¬ 
uine talks with open arms. 

“The sticking point is that whatever deal we could 
come up with would not be automatically binding on 
our members, as demanded by management, but 
would have to be put to the ballot of our more than 
110 drivers.

A spokesperson for Bridport Police said:"We have re¬ 
ceived reports from concerned residents in the Bridport 
area that males are cold calling at addresses and stating 
that roofs need repairs and offering their services. This 
appears to be covering the roof edges with plastic cov¬ 
ers. 

"It appears they are offering written estimates and 
seven days cooling off periods, but we advise that if you 
are not comfortable do not accept their offer, or seek 
consumer advice by contacting Trading Standards."

“This is the way that industrial democracy should 
work. 

“However, the management has continually be¬ 
haved in bad faith and with a bullying attitude and it 
has refused to recognise that their drivers are the low¬ 
est paid of all First Group drivers in England. It is 
not unreasonable that Unite, as a trade union, would 
wish to rectify this glaring inequality.” 

Unite has said that the pay dispute would cost just 
£48,000 a year to settle, while the losses caused by 
the six week-old dispute are now £250,000 and could 
reach £500,000 if the industrial action continues for 
another six weeks. 

The union argues that First Group is a very prof¬ 
itable UK company that can afford to reward its Bris¬ 
tol drivers with a 13 per cent increase, but for its 
employees in Bridport and Weymouth the deal on the 
table is 2.3 per cent over two years from August 
2015. 

The Weymouth and Bridport drivers earn £8.80 an 
hour, while First Group drivers in Yeovil are on £9.50 
per hour. Drivers working for rival firms in 
Bournemouth and Poole earn nearly £2 an hour 
more.

Work gets under way 
at the arts centre 


AS WORK is well underway to 
redevelop and improve Brid- 
port’s arts centre, the team 
would like to thank the commu¬ 
nity for the overwhelming sup¬ 
port they have received, but 
there is still some way to go. 

The arts centre is currently 
closed as it undergoes a transfor¬ 
mation in order to better use the 
space, with walls being stripped 
back, many original features 
being uncovered and the theatre 
chairs being sent away to be re¬ 
furbished. 

The project, which is due to be 
completed on September 2nd, 
was made possible by a 
£344,200 grant from the Arts 
Council, funding from various 
other organisations and gener¬ 
ous donations from members of 
the public, but there is still 
around £20,000 to raise. 

Laura Cockett, director at 
Bridport Arts Centre, said: 
“There is still lots to do, for the 
time being we are on target but 
we have got about £20,000 still 
to raise. 

“We have been incredibly 
lucky and touched by the re¬ 
sponse we have had from our 
appeal to the public because we 
have probably had around 
£20,000 in donations so far from 
our supporters and visitors.” 

The team at Bridport Arts Cen¬

seat’initiative, encouraging peo¬ 
ple to sponsor one of the theatre 
chairs for £250, which will help 
to refurbish many of the seats. 

Ms Cockett added: “It is a 
great way to give to the arts cen¬ 
tre and also have a permanent 
acknowledgment of that gift. 

“Any amount people can give 
will be greatly received and it all 
makes a great difference to, not 
so much a building, but the peo¬ 
ple who use the building be¬ 
cause that is what we are here 
for.” 

As part of the current building 
works, a new accessible height 
box office with a hearing loop is 
to be installed, a new kitchen, 
bar and seating area will be put 
in to enable the centre to offer 
more food throughout the day 
and evening, there will be two 
new offices for staff, automatic 
doors at the entrance and the 
centre will even be generating 
its own electricity. 

The auditorium will also be 
getting a face lift with repairs to 
the stage, new red curtains and 
£80,000 worth of equipment, 
which means they will no longer 
have to pay to hire kit. 

Ms Cockett said: “We are 
doing so much, it is an incredi¬ 


ble privilege to be able to deliver 
this huge transformation for the 
arts centre. 

“I always say, the fact we have 
it at all is a testament to all the 
people who have done so much 
over the years. 

“The exciting bit is everyday 
we come in and something else 
has transformed - we can see 
that we are getting that bit closer 
each day. 

“Of course like any big, com¬ 
plex building project, there have 
been highs and lows but it really 
is fantastic. 

“A lot of the work early on was 
structural and a lot of it was 
about discovery and making 
sure various plans were going to 
hold up in light of checking the 
structure of the building, but 
now that a lot of that is done and 
a lot of the surfaces have been 
put in, we are now really seeing 
the changes that we can under¬ 
stand and appreciate. 

“It has been brilliant to see 
how people have got behind this 
project and how excited they 
are, including a lot of people 
who were involved with the arts 
centre’s early days. 

“This is just the next chapter in 
what we hope will be a really 
long story. We can’t wait to get 
back in to the building now, now 
we can see that it is really start¬ 
ing to shape up - we are just 
counting down the days to get 
back in and be able to show 
everybody what has been 
achieved with their help.”

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More than 50 take on inaugural half marathon 


MORE than 100 runners turned 
out to take part in the Bridport 
Jurassic Coast Run. This year 
there was a new half marathon

The race also allowed the two 
oldest runners in the race, Brian 
Grierson, 76, and Jenny Pride, 
66, to meet for the first time. 

The youngest participant was 
17-year-old Kieran Dunning 
from Bridport, who finished 
eighth in the 10k race.

Beaminster man handed 
criminal behaviour order 


A BEAMINSTER man has been 
handed a Criminal Behaviour 
Order after assaulting a member 
of staff in The Greyhound pub, 
Bridport. 

Christopher Henry Vye, 63, pic¬ 
tured below right, was issued 
with the order by Weymouth 
Magistrates' Court on Wednes¬ 
day, August 3rd after being 
found guilty of assaulting a 
member of staff at the Wether- 
spoons pub on East Street. 

The order is in place for five 
years and states that Christopher 
Vye must not: act or incite others 


to behave in an anti-social man¬ 
ner; use or incite others to use 
threatening intimidating, insult¬ 
ing or abusive words or behav¬ 
iour; enter any licensed premises 
in the Bridport and Beaminster 
areas, to which he has already 
been barred under the Pubwatch 
scheme; have open containers of 
alcohol in public or be drunk in a 
public place. 

He must engage with EDP Drug 
and Alcohol Services for a mini¬ 
mum of three times a week until 
discharged by EDP. 

Police Constable Scott McGre¬ 


gor, of Bridport Neighbourhood 
Policing Team, said: "We are de¬ 
termined to reduce the number 
of victims of anti-social behav¬ 
iour across Bridport and we are 
aware that Vye's alcohol-related 
anti-social behaviour has caused 
serious concern to many resi¬ 
dents for a long time. 

"This order will give Vye a clear 
set of guidelines but also ensures 
he can get help from services so 
that he can begin to take positive 
steps to help himself."

Dog left in hot car for more than two hours 


DORSET Police are warning visitors 
and residents of the dangers of leaving 
animals in hot cars after a dog nearly 
died after being left for more than two 
hours in Charmouth Beach car park. 

During the afternoon of Sunday, Au¬ 
gust 7th, a dog was left unattended in 
a vehicle in the Charmouth Beach car 
park for over two hours. 

The vehicle had been parked in direct 
sunlight with the windows only 
slightly opened. 


Coastguards managed to remove the 
dog, a large black Labrador type, from 
the vehicle and helped it to recover. It 
has been suggested that if the dog 
was not removed from the vehicle at 
this time, it would have been in serious 
danger of dying. 

On his return to the vehicle, the 
owner was reported by the attending 
officer for animal cruelty and a file is 
currently being prepared for submis¬ 
sion to the Crown Prosecution Service. 


A spokesperson for Dorset Police 
said: "Do not leave animals in vehicles 
in the hot weather. Even 10 minutes, 
with the windows open, can be 
enough to cause dehydration, heat¬ 
stroke and death. 

"If it is 22 degrees C outside, the tem¬ 
perature inside a vehicle can reach 47 
degrees C within one hour. 

"Think! If you are going to leave your 
dog unattended, then leave it at 
home." 


Villagers help top accordionist

A RENOWNED, award-winning ac¬ 
cordionist has finally got his new 
special accordion, thanks to the res¬ 
idents of Burton Bradstock.

CREATE A HEDGEHOG HAVEN! 


IN the last decade, 
hedgehog num¬ 
bers have gone down by 30% due to a variety 
of factors including habitat loss and changes 
in farming techniques, according to The 
Wildlife Trusts, which estimates there may be 
less than a million left in the UK. 

Many worms, beetles, slugs, caterpillars and 
millipedes - which form the hedgehog's natu¬ 
ral diet - have been killed off by chemical treat¬ 
ments and intensive farming methods. 
Badgers also compete for the same food. 

A recent wildlife survey by the RSPB found 
that the number of people who have never 
seen a hedgehog in their garden rose to 24% 
last year. And as hedgerows and the country¬ 
side, which forms their natural habitat, dwin¬ 
dles, so the garden becomes even more 
important as a hedgehog haven. 

So what can we do to save this prickly garden 
favourite? The Wildlife Trusts advises: 

1) Create hedgehog highways: They need 
plenty of access to search for food, nesting 
sites and mates. Cut a 13cm-squared hole in 
your fence or dig a channel under garden 
boundaries to allow them to wander and get 
your neighbours to do the same. 

2) Provide nesting sites: Log and leaf piles, 
wilderness areas and purpose-built hedgehog 
homes are ideal places for hedgehogs to nest 
and hibernate. Fallen leaves make the perfect 
nesting material, so don't clear all of these 
away in autumn. Pile them in quiet, undis¬ 
turbed corners of your garden to allow hedge¬ 
hogs a safe, secure area to breed and 
hibernate. 

3) Avoid slug pellets: Hedgehogs hoover up 
more than 100 invertebrates such as snails, 
slugs and worms every night, so no need to 
use slug pellets. 

4) Cover drains and gullies: Hedgehogs have 
poor eyesight, but are quite curious, meaning 
they fall into holes and get stuck, so cover up 
any open drains and gullies. If you have a 
pond, make sure you provide an access point 
so hedgehogs can climb back out - create a 
slope with stones or other material. 

5) Grow a wide variety of plants: Attract 
plenty of natural hedgehog food by keeping 
your garden diverse with a wide variety of 
habitats. Mulching beds with garden compost 
will encourage earthworms, woodlice and 
beetles as it begins to rot down, while wood 
piles encourage a rich feast of earwigs, cen¬ 
tipedes and woodlice. Let your grass grow a lit¬ 


tle wild and leave 
some leaf litter - 
both are important homes for the hedgehog's 
prey including ground beetles and leather- 
jackets. 

6) Check bonfires: Every year, hedgehogs die 
under bonfire piles that have not been 
checked before being lit. The British Hedge¬ 
hog Preservation Society advises avoiding 
building your bonfire until the day it is going 
to be lit to reduce the chances of hedgehogs 
hibernating in the bonfire pile. Always build 
your bonfire on clear ground (not on top of 
leaf litter) and check for hedgehogs before 
lighting. 

7) Set up a feeding station: Cut a clear hole 
in a plastic storage box and weigh down the 
lid with bricks to stop cats and foxes taking the 
food. If you are worried about attracting rats, 
don't put out grain-based foods on the floor 
and take in any excess food when your hedge¬ 
hog has visited. 

The British Hedgehog Preservation Society 
also advises: 

8) Take care when turning compost: The 
compost heap is another ideal place for a 
hedgehog to make a nest and rear its young. 
When turning the heap; one thrust of a fork 
can easily kill more than one baby hedgehog. 
The safest time to spread the heap is probably 
October or November when most babies have 
left their mother and adults have not yet 
started to hibernate. Partly used bags of com¬ 
post may also have nesting hedgehogs in 
them. 

9) Repair fences: Mend wooden fences that 
blow down in the wind as soon as possible or 
hedgehogs may be tempted to make their 
nests underneath them. Leave a hole in fences 
or newly constructed walls so the hedgehogs 
can come and go. Use environmentally safe 
wood preservatives on sheds and fences as 
hedgehogs often lick new smells or sub¬ 
stances - your garden centre should be able to 
advise. 

10) Netting: Keep all pea-netting a foot 
above the ground so hedgehogs can go under 
it and will not try to go through it and become 
stuck. The same applies to tennis nets and 
football nets. 

11) Feed them: Ensure they have a fresh sup¬ 
ply of water available - especially in very hot 
weather - and leave a dish of dog food in a 
place where the hedgehog can get it, but not 
the local cats.

• Replace strawberry beds which 
are more than three years old once 
the crop has been harvested, as 
output will go into decline. 

• Take cuttings of rock plants such 
as aubrieta, alyssum, phlox, thyme 
and dianthus. 

• Start to think about your bulb re¬ 
quirements for spring bedding, 
with a view to ordering early. 

• Save a few new potatoes to plant 
for a fresh crop at Christmas. Ex¬ 
pose them to light for a few days 
until they become green all over, 
then plant in a container so protec¬ 
tion can be given when the 
weather turns cold. 

• Pinch out any weak shoots of 
large-flowered dahlias. 

• Feed trees and shrubs that are 


performing badly with a high ni¬ 
trogen liquid fertiliser. 

• Cut culinary herbs and dry or 
freeze to use later in the year. 

• Feed tomato plants regularly. 

• Make sure leafy veg such as let¬ 
tuces and spinach, as well as fruit¬ 
ing crops such as tomatoes and 
marrows, have sufficient water. 

• Top up garden pools to replace 
water through lost evaporation. 

• Pinch out the growing tips of 
wallflowers for bushy plants. 

• Order spring-flowering bulbs to 
plant in the autumn. 

• Continue to deadhead regularly 
to encourage more flowers and 
water containers every day. 

• Apply a high potash liquid feed 
to dahlias, water regularly and tie 
in new growth to stakes. 

• Sow Brompton stocks now for 
flowering under glass. 

• Stop outdoor tomatoes when 
they have set four trusses. Leave at 
least two leaves above the top 


truss to draw sap. 

• Propagate floribunda and specie 
roses by semi-ripe cuttings taken 
from shoots which haven't carried 
flower. 

• Moisten dry material you add to 
your compost bed to speed decay 
and add a proprietary accelerator 
to help the process. 

• Harvest crops including cour¬ 
gettes and beans when they are 
young, to encourage the plants to 
produce more flowers and fruits. 

• If you're going on holiday, group 
container plants together in a 
shady spot in the open, to make 
them easierfora neighbour or rel¬ 
ative to water in your absence, and 
also reduce evaporation.

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Loan sharks'cash given back to Dorset residents to encourage savings 


THE England Illegal Money Lending Team are 
working alongside Wyvern Credit Union to raise 
awareness of the dangers of borrowing from unau¬ 
thorised money lenders, more commonly known as 
loan sharks. 


The England Illegal Money Lending Team, who in¬ 
vestigate and prosecute illegal money lending of¬ 
fences, are working locally in partnership with 
Dorset Trading Standards and Wyvern Credit Union 
to encourage people to say no to illegal money 


lenders and look at saving for the future. 

Through a joint initiative the team will use pro¬ 
ceeds of crime money, confiscated from convicted il¬ 
legal money lenders, to sponsor new credit union 
accounts. 

The first 50 people who join the credit union during 
the promotion and make at least three monthly pay¬ 
ments into their account before November will qual¬ 
ify for a savings boost of £25. 

Rachel Bailey, manager with Wyvern Credit Union, 
said: “Wyvern Credit Union is the co-operative sav¬ 
ings and loans organisation for Dorset and Somerset, 
a community based organisation, staffed by local vol¬ 
unteers. 

‘We will be working in partnership with the Illegal 
Money Lending Team to encourage new members to 
join us, giving them a safe and ethical place to save 
and borrow. The first 50 members to join up during 
the promotion period will get a £25 bonus just before 
Christmas. 

“We provide pop-up services in Beaminster, Bland- 
ford Forum, Dorchester, Portland, Gillingham, Lyme 
Regis, Maiden Newton, Shaftesbury, Sherborne, 
Sturminster Newton, Wareham and Weymouth.” 

An estimated 310,000 households nationally are 
borrowing from illegal money lenders, many of 
whom charge exorbitant rates of interest to trap peo¬ 
ple into a spiral of debt. Many loan sharks will resort 
to bullying tactics, such as violence, threats or intim¬ 
idation to enforce repayment. 

People are urged never to use loan sharks who may 
refuse to tell the borrower how much they owe or 
how long they will be repaying for or the APR rate. 
Often they do not give paperwork and loans will just 
keep growing even if the borrower is making regular 
payments. 

Ivan Hancock, Trading Standards service manager 
for Dorset County Council, said: “We are extremely 
pleased that financial proceeds recovered by the en¬ 
forcement work of the Illegal Money Lending Team, 
from the cri min al activity of loan sharks, can be used 
to support people locally in Dorset and elsewhere in 
such a positive way.” 


Tony Quigley, head of the Illegal Money Lending 
Team, said: “Illegal money lenders can have a hor¬ 
rific impact on our communities, and should never 
be used under any circumstances. 

“We are cracking down on these lenders who make 
people’s lives a misery. It is important for people to 
realise that alternatives to borrowing from loan 
sharks are available. 

“We are here to help if you if you have already 
taken out a loan from a loan shark.”

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Dorset Police creates new cyber crime prevention role to fight growing problem 


TO help with the fight against 
cyber crime in Dorset, a new role 
of cyber crime prevention officer 
has been established. 

Jake Moore has taken on the 
post as cyber crime is a rapidly 
growing problem and tackling it 
is a priority in Dorset. 

The Dorset Police cyber crime 
unit is already focused on ensur¬ 
ing that the force provides a qual¬ 
ity response to all forms of online 
crime, however, a significant 
amount of cyber crime could be 
prevented if members of the pub¬ 
lic were aware of how to protect 
themselves. 

Detective Chief Superintendent 
Mark Callaghan, head of crime 
and criminal justice, said: “The 
cyber crime prevention officer 
role has been set up to enhance 
the education that the force al¬ 
ready provides to members of the 
public and local businesses 
around cyber crime prevention. 

“Cyber crime is a fast growing 
area of crime, more and more 
criminals are exploiting the 
speed, convenience and faceless¬ 
ness of the internet to commit a 
diverse range of criminal activi¬ 
ties. Therefore it is important we 
continue to equip members of the 
public and local businesses with 
the information and guidance 
they need to limit their chances 
of becoming victims. 

“I am delighted that Jake has 
begun working within this new 
role as he has a wealth of experi¬ 
ence in cyber crime related is¬ 


sues. He worked as a digital 
forensics examiner for the force 
for six years before becoming 
head of digital forensics, making 
him the ideal person to teach 
members of the public how to en¬ 
sure they are not making them¬ 
selves vulnerable online and 
explain the tricks that cyber 
criminals use.” 

Mr Moore said: “The internet is 
now an integral part of modern 
life for most of us. There are so 
many opportunities offered by 
the internet and I certainly don’t 
know what I would do without 
the ease of online shopping and 
banking. 

“I have been collecting and 
analysing electronic evidence for 
the detection and prevention of 
crime for over a decade. 

“Throughout my career I have 
often felt exasperation that so 
many of the crimes I have come 
across could have been prevented 
by following some simple steps. 
Therefore I am pleased that this 
new role gives me the opportu¬ 
nity to educate children, adults 
and businesses as to how they 
can stay safe o nlin e.” 

Mr Moore will be conducting 
educational inputs across Dorset 
in local businesses, schools and 
other community locations and 
events. As well as providing pre¬ 
vention advice and online safety 
guidance, he will also be able to 
answer any queries and concerns 
that members of the public may 
have about their online safety. 


He added: “While you 
shouldn’t be afraid to make the 
most of the cyber world, your on¬ 
line safety shouldn’t be taken for 
granted or assumed either. 

“Few people really understand 
the risks that can affect you on¬ 
line, but equally few people are 
aware of how easy it is to man¬ 
age these risks to prevent them¬ 
selves from becoming victims of 
cyber crime. 

“Computers and smart phones 
shouldn’t be scary if you are 


equipped with the knowledge of 
how to protect yourself online 
and I am looking forward to shar¬ 
ing this information with Dorset 
communities as I work within 
this new role.” 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner, 
said: “Cyber crime has the poten¬ 
tial to affect every household and 
business in Dorset. I pledged that 
within my first 100 days in office 
I would ensure that the force con¬ 
tinues to educate residents and 


businesses on how to stay safe 
online. 

“As well as working alongside 
UK online safety advisor, Get 
Safe Online, the introduction of 
this role is further enhancing the 
education and guidance that the 
force provides to its residents and 
businesses. 

“It is essential that we prioritise 
tackling this threat which exists 
not on our streets but in cyber¬ 
space. 

“Jake’s role is timely, only this 


week two different community 
organisations have asked my of¬ 
fice for cyber crime prevention 
advice, so I suspect he will be 
very busy.”

FOR those visitors who may be a little confused by aviation jargon and who aren’t 
sure what to expect at ‘Wings & Wheels’, it’s really quite simple. The event is a 
‘Fly-in’ and not an Air Show, Air Day, Air Festival or Flying Display. So the best 
advice is to always ‘expect the unexpected’. Think of it as a Classic Car Show 
with wings and you’ll be about right. There is no pre-set timetable and it’s ‘non- 
PPR’ (Prior Permission Required). That is even more jargon which simply means 
that the pilots can just turn up and request permission to join. They do not have 
to pre-book and reserve a slot. Of course air-traffic do appreciate a call in advance 
but it’s not essential... .this can really help pilots if they see a nice bright day for 
flying and want to go somewhere different. So there are no strictly timed displays 
and the next aircraft to drop in over the threshold could be a modern home-build, 
an ex-World War Two spotter or a unique survivor from the 1930s. 

There are many such events all over the world and the UK’s summer calendar 
is full of them. But the Henstridge team and their colleagues from the former 
‘Vintage Flying’ organisation think that have an ace up their sleeve. ‘Wings & 
Wheels’ close the air park at lunch time and allow everyone the unusual oppor¬ 
tunity to actually stroll among the aeroplanes. This is your chance to take some 
memorable close-up pictures and to chat to the many pilots who have stayed with 
their machines.

THE popularity of ‘Wings & Wheels’ among the vehicle owners has grown 
dramatically in recent years.

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Lively Township'jazz with a splash of sun 


NEWLY formed quartet'Sunsplash'will be 
playing lively township jazzv this Sunday 
at the Marine Theatre, Lyme Regis. Pianist 
Philip Clouts has assembled a set which 
features music from the greats of South 
Africa including Abdullah Ibrahim's break¬ 
through hit 'Mannenberg' Miriam 
Makeba's'Click Song'and tunes by Dudu 
Pukwana and Hugh Masakela. 

The band features saxophonist Neil 
Maya, who was praised by the Teign- 
mouth Jazz Festival for his "electrifying 
performance with crisp melody lines and 
improvisation," plus Ben Taylor on bass 
and Coach York on drums. 

Philip Clouts was born in Cape Town 
and has loved South African jazz from 


childhood. He had just finished his stud¬ 
ies at Cambridge when he had an 
epiphany. Realising that he wanted to 
contribute to his own culture instead of 
studying other ones, he decided to con¬ 
centrate on music, and specifically the 
South African jazz style that had followed 
him to London, where he grew up. 

"At that time in the 1980s there were 
many exiled South African musicians in 
London," he says. "Some, like Dudu Puk¬ 
wana, the great saxophonist, had come 
over in the 1960s, as my own family had 
done, with the Blue Notes who became 
celebrated very quickly for their vibrant 
music. But there were others from a 
younger generation, including drummers 


Brian Abrahams and Thebe Lipere and for 
me most notably the pianist Bheki Mse- 
leku who was a great source of inspiration 
and who mentored me for a short while." 

The group Clouts formed on returning 
to London from Cambridge, Zubop, ben¬ 
efited as a whole from the exiled musi¬ 
cians' input into their playing. As well as 
Mseleku showing Clouts the ropes,Thebe 
Lipere joined Zubop for their first few 
gigs, playing his distinctive African drum 
kit, and with this "rubber stamping" of 
their efforts, the band went on to be very 
popular on the live music circuit, subse¬ 
quently expanding into ZubopGambia, 
which featured the BBC World Music 
Awards-winning riti, or one-string fiddle, 
player Juldeh Ca¬ 
mara. 

"It's a great plea¬ 
sure to re-visit 
some of my origi¬ 


nal sources of inspiration for this concert" 
says Clouts. "We'll be playing pieces that 
connect directly to the audience, very 
melodic and with catchy rhythms" 

Neil Maya regularly plays jazz saxo¬ 
phone across the South West with his 
own quartet and with the Drat Pack. As a 
teenager Neil trained as a clarinettist at 
the Royal College of Music. He took up 
the sax when he was fifteen and got the 
jazz bug soon after-he has since studied 
with a number of eminent players includ¬ 
ing JeanToussaint. 

Bassist Ben Taylor, born and bred in 
Lyme Regis, started as a guitarist but 
since starting to play the bass has not 
looked back. He is in the Sound of Blue 
Note band which plays classic jazz reper¬ 
toire associated with the iconic Blue Note 
record label. He has also worked with 
many outstanding musicians on the UK 
jazz scene including Gilad Atzmon, Liane 


Carroll and Tina May. 

In addition to his musical work, Ben is a 
highly skilled restorer and repairer of 
stringed instruments. 

Drummer Coach York is self-taught and 
a complete natural, having started his ca¬ 
reer in reggae and soul bands with many 
tours of the UK in the 80s. Over the years 
he has also worked extensively with most 
of the top names on the British Jazz 
scene, accompanying people like Peter 
King, Jim Mullen, Don Rendell, Alan 
Barnes and many others. He is also the 
regular drummer in the Mike Westbrook 
Big Band.

Ask Will Taylor to describe his home decor and his an¬ 
swer is unhesitating: sea-inspired style with a touch of 
sunshine. 

"I'm often at my happiest by the ocean with salty, 
windswept hair, barefoot, with sand between my toes, 
and nothing to crowd my mind beyond the endless roll 
call of blue hues. I like to use these dreamy experiences 
and blue pool tones to inform the decor of my own inte¬ 
rior space," explains the author of the gloriously illus¬ 
trated Dream Decor: Styling a Cool, Creative and 
Comfortable Home, Wherever You Live. 

The book opens the door to beautiful spaces throughout 
the world, as well as his own home. 

Taylor's design ethos certainly explains why his apart¬ 
ment is more evocative of a Mediterranean sunspot than 
its actual urban London setting. 

Brilliant white walls are the perfect backdrop for cheerful 
splashes of colour provided by collections of framed 
prints, and there's an array of vivid accessories, from 
lamps to vases. 

"Blue and white is one of my absolute favourite colour 
combinations and nowhere is it more crisp and vital than 
in the jewel-bright setting between the Mediterranean 
and the Aegean Sea," he enthuses. 

"Combining these shades in varying degrees of intensity 
is often a winner for decor, whatever shade of blue you 
choose for your keynote - whether its deep and cocoon¬ 
ing indigo, or refreshing sky blue. 

"Also, when I'm working on a scheme, I always try to 
bring a touch of sunshine to each room with an injection 
of yellow. The scheme for my home office is based on

"In my open-plan living and dining area, I've used yellow 
and dusty pink as accent colours to inject hue into a 
monochromatic base palette - there's one black feature 
wall and the rest are white. The abstract art above a white 
linen sofa was a point of reference for my chosen accent 
shades."

NEW BIKE COURSE CONFIRMED 

AHEAD of the inaugural Ironman and 70.3 Weymouth 
races on September 11th, Ironman have confirmed the 
bike course for this exciting new addition to the event 
calendar. 

Starting and finishing from transition in the heart of 
Weymouth, the bike course will showcase the best of 
Dorset across either a 112 mile two lap route or a 56 
mile single lap. This one or two lap anti-clockwise 
route promises to provide both speed, hills and beauty 
across rolling countryside and some charming villages. 

Comprising just over 1,880m of elevation over the 
two laps, the 2,500 athletes will relish the spectator 
support to spur them on as they make their way from 
Weymouth via Osmington and through the picturesque 
villages of Puddletown, Piddlehinton and Cerne 
Abbas. 

Notable changes have seen the removal of some of 
the smaller roads to offer a safer route for the larger 
number of participants anticipated. There will also be 
a new loop north of Dorchester, replicating some of 
the original Ironman Sherborne course in 2006. 

Kevin Stewart, MD UK & Ireland, said: “We have 
been working in conjunction with Dorset County 
Council to offer our athletes not only the best course 
possible but also with the primary aim of their safety. 

“Weymouth and the county of Dorset provide the 
perfect setting to stage the event across all three disci¬ 
plines and we are excited to be hosting it for the first 
time later this year.” 

Cllr Peter Finney, Dorset County Council’s Cabinet 
member for environment said: “The bike course will 
showcase Weymouth and Dorset’s impressive town 
and scenery to thousands of athletes, spectators and 
Ironman fans watching across the globe. 

“We are thrilled this Ironman event will be staged in 
our county and it gives us a great opportunity to further 
cement our reputation as a first class sporting destina¬ 
tion.” 

Ahead of this new bike route, IRONMAN and 70.3 
Weymouth will commence with a 2.4 mile or 1 lap 1.2 
mile swim in Weymouth Bay. This will be a rolling 
start swim, as is now implemented across all UK 
events, to reduce congestion. 

All athletes will exit the water after the first 1.2 mile 
lap, with Ironman athletes re-entering for a second lap. 
Once the athletes have completed the bike course, the 
race concludes with either a 26.2 mile or 13.1 mile mn, 
comprising a two or four lap course respectively. 

This multi-lap run will take the athletes around the 
town, harbour and the sea front. Lined with over 40 
cafes, restaurants and bars, it offers outstanding spec¬ 
tator viewing and makes for an electric atmosphere to 
spur the athletes along to the finish line right up to the 
8.5 hours or 17 hours cut off time.
